“EDUCATION” as presented by George W. Rob- 
‘nett, Executive Secretary, Church League of 
‘America, in a radio debate on the “Forum of . 
the Air” with a Vice President of the National 
‘Education Association. 


Objection No.1. It is not necessary. Not 


a single State has officially asked the Federal 
‘Government for educational aid. The individual 
‘States are in better comparative. financial condi- 
‘tion than is the Federal Government. 
_States have a substantial surplus—while the 


Most 


Federal Government has a staggering unprece- 


‘dented DEBT. Most States ‘have recently materi- 
_ally increased their school-aid appropriations— 


in many cases in excess of what this bill de- 


_mands. 


‘Objection No. 2. This school-aid proposal 


- would lead to greater and greater Federal con- | 
‘trol. True, the bill contains an opening clause 


that disclaims control intentions—but Senator 
Byrd and other leading Senators have said this: 
clause is not worth the paper it is written on.’ 
(a) The bill provides no penalties for violation 
of this pious purpose; (b) The law could be- 
changed completely by any succeeding Con- 


_ gress ; and (c) The bill itself is filled with. Fed- 


eral control devices. 


Objection No. 3. This proposal fer Fed- 
eral Aid is both unfair and dishonest. It was 
put forward as a means of helping to equalize 
educational opportunities among the States— 
by taking money from the rich States and giv- 
ing it-to the poor States. This bill proposes, 
however, to take from all the States—give back 
to all the States—and run up a heavy bureau- 
cratic expense in so doing. If this were an honest 
proposal, according to its avowed purposes, it 
would distribute money only to those States 
that are put forward as indigent cases. The only 
answer to this is that the proponents want an 
over-all distribution so they can exercise over- 
all control. 


Objection No. 4. The whole history of 
this project shows it to be a group pressure 
movement. It has, from its inception, been pro- 
moted mainly by the National Education Asso- 
ciation office in Washington, which Congress- 
man Gwinn (New York) charges to be one of 
the most active “and powerful lobbies in. the 
capital city. Teachers throughout the nation 
have been organized and mobilized into action 
behind this bill through the lure that a substan- 
tial part of this Federal subsidy would be used 
to increase their salaries. Naturally tney are 
fighting for it. 


_ Objection No. 5. Firemen, policemen, and 
many other departments of local government 
who feel that they are insufficiently financed 
would have exactly the same right and thus be 
encouraged to demand Federal subsidies. 


Objection No. 6. Mr. Taft and other Sen- 
ators have predicted this bill would be just a 
beginning. Taft once said, “The desires of the 
educators are almost without limit ... Having 
yielded once there will be no way to prevent a 


further yielding.” These Senators predicted that 
_ what would start as a $300,000,000 appropria- 


tion would, within ten years, be boosted through 


_ pressure to at least $3,000,000,000. As this out-

lay would grow—so would Federal control. Once 
the foot is inside the Federal door—the propon- 
ents will grow bolder. 


Objection No. 7. Basic States’ rights are 
threatened by this bill. In castigating this proj- 
ect in 1943, Senator Taft said, “We do not sub- 
scribe to the doctrine that because our public 
schools and our educational facilities are a vital 
element in our national welfare, they, thereby, 
become the proper concern and implied respons- 
ibility of the National Government. Our schools 
are one of the few remaining bulwarks of iocal 
government and community enterprise. They 
should so remain.” Nothing in all of this has 
-changed—except, strangely enough, Mr. Taft. 


Objection No. 8. During the Senate debate 
on the bill, Senator Donnell asked Senator Taft 
where in the Constitution he found authority 
for legislation of this type. Senator Taft replied, 
“The authorization must be fgund, in my. opin- 
ion, under the welfare clause, mamely the right 
to tax for the general welfare}’ If this “general 
welfare” clause is to be for any and all 
kinds of Federal spending, spzlong as someone 
claims it is for general welfare, then the rest of 
the Constitution may as well. be thrown away. 
Certainly the -Tenth Amendment covering 
States’ rights would be destroyed. 

Objection No, 9. Not only would Consti- 
‘tutional States’ rights be violated—but State 
‘responsibility would be undermined and indif-

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Marxists Admit Being Traitors

. ‘Treason of the Red-Reds:. 
We have been reminded once 
more during the past month 
or so, that when Stalin takes 
snuff, the Communist leaders 
in all nations sneeze. This was 
strikingly evidenced when the 
Communist leaders in -Italy, 
Finland, Denmark, Holland, 
Switzerland and our United 
States, belched forth the Mos- 
cow-ordered declaration of 
— Maurice Thorez of France, 
that if the Soviet Army entered his country, 
the Communists would not only welcome it as 
an emancipator, but would assist it through 
“classbattle” means. The perverse mentality 





of Communists leads them to assume that such 


a mové’on the part of the Red Army would be 
in “defense of freedom;” whereas resistance to 


4-| the Soviet Union on the part of countries this 
side of the Iran Curtain, termed “imperialist” 


countries, even through the Marshall Plan and 
the Atlantic Pact, is for “capitalist exploita- 
tion,” prompted by that mythical, abstract per- 
sonage called “Wall Street.” 

A New York Times Editorial Condemnation 
of these treasonable declarations was captioned 
—COMMUNISM DROPS ITS MASK; and one 
of its leading correspondents said that it “is 
merely a new phase in the development of a 
world-wide party line,” which it is not. Treason 
has always been one of the basic tactics advo- 
cated by Marxian Socialists, to further their 
world revolutionary objective. It is based on 
the teachings of Marx and Engels in the Com- 
munist Manifesto, the Magna Carta of Social- 
ism. In an endeavor to counteract the charge 
noted therein,-that Socialists are unpatriotic, 
these fathers of Modern Socialism declared that 
“The Workingmen have no country, therefore 
they cannot fight for what they have not.” 
This treasonable shibboleth has been echoed 
throughout all the Socialist propoganda years. 
Speaking in Tremont Temple, Boston, in pre- 
Lenin-Trotsky-Stalin days, Eugent V. Debs, 
five time Socialist Party presidential candidate, 
said scornfully: “Talk about the men of Europe 
fighting for patriotism and love of country? The 
workingmen in any part of the world never had 
a country to fight for’ (Oct. 15, 1915). During 
1916, the National Executive Committee of the 
Socialist Labor Party declared: “The working 
class should not consider any country under 
capitalist rule worthy of defense no matter 
what the circumstance may be.” 

The Socialist Party assembled in a, “Na- 
tional Emergency Convention” at St. Louis 
(1917), the day after our country announced 
that a state of war existed against Germany, 
declared that “The Social Revolution not poli- 
tical office is the end and aim of the Socialist 
Party,” and resolved—as did the Communists 
last month that “the wars of contending nation- 
al groups of capitalists are not the conern of the 
workers. The only struggle which will justify 
workers taking up arms” is Socialism, and call- 
ed for “continuous active, public opposition to 
war, through demonstration, mass petitions,

-Eight Communism with Common Sense

Several years ago, there was held at the 
Palais de la Mutualite’ a protest meeting against 
the “crimes against justice” in Germany. Pres- 
ent were the communist ring-leader, Dormoy, 
the leftest destroyer of French aviation, Cot 
(Dormoy and Cot are now both members of 
the government), Jouhaux, author of the at- 
tempted general strike and others of similar 
political complexion. On, the Committee of 
Honor we find the names of such “Frenchmen” 
as Basch, Bloch, Blum, Hadamard, Lekach, 
Poliakof and Spire. (Blum has returned to 
France and is the real boss.) a 

Now, the right of these gentlemen to pro- 
test against the burning of synogogs.in Ger- 
many is incontestable and we ourselves sympa- 
thize with this protest. But these very same 


getlemen are the ones who condoned the burn- - 


ing of churches in Spain. Are we to conclude 
that it is a greater crime to wae a synagog 
than a church? 

On March 20, 1919, the bandit, Kohn, alias 
Bela Kuhn, was released from prison and im- 
mediately proclaimed a Soviet Republic in Hun- 
gary. He named a Council of Peoples Commis- 
sars composed of 28 members of whom 18 were 
non-christians. March 30th, Bela Kuhn decreed 
universal suffrage for all Hungarians—with the 
exception of priests and monks. Religious in- 
struction for children in the schools was abol- 
ished in favor of sexual information. A strict 
literary censorship was imposed and the heads 
of this censorship were two non-Christians, 
‘This latter gentleman, 
assisted by one named Corvin, proved himeelf 
an executioner without parallel in the name of 
“stamping out counter-revolution”’. 


The same victorious Reds have just pers- 
ecuted Cardinal Mindszenty. 

In 1919, neither Blum nor Basch nor Bloch 
nor Cot made the slightest protest of the out- 
rageous treatment of Christians by their own 
co-racialists. 

In Germany, the ringleaders of Marxism 
were all Jews with the one prominent exception 
of Thaelmann. The leaders of the Marxist upris- 
ing of 1919 known as the Spartacus movement 
were: Karl Liebknecht and Rosa Luxemberg. 


' And Spartacus was a bloody affair ‘indeed. 


During the first Social-Democratic Republic 
in Germany (which contained five Jews in the 
Reich cabinet), Soviet republics were proclaimed 
in several of the largest German cities under 
the instigation of Karl Radek, whose real name 
was Sobelsohn. The establishment of the Soviet 
Republic of Bavaria on April 7, 1919, was ac- 
companied by far bloodier outrages than any 
committed by the Nazis. Now the leaders of the 
Bavarian Soviet were: Eisner, Landauer, Toller 
(Toller, to whom Winchell gave orchards, com- 
mitted suicide in a New York hotel in 1940) 
Meusahm and the Brothers Levine. When this 
Bavarian Soviet was put down by the German 

- army, these Soviet leaders killed their hostages 
in the Luitpoldschloss and these hostages were 
all Christians. 

Why did not MM. Blum, Basch, Bloch and 
Cot protest then? 

When Lenin landed in Russia in the famous 
sealed car, his companions were: Zinoviev (Ra- 
domylski) and the woman Radomylskaia, E. 
Kan, A. Konstantinovitch, E. Merigoff, G. Sokol- 
nikoff-Brilltiant, I. Goberman, D. Rozenblum, A. 


Linde, A. Aizenberg, F. Grebelski, Ravitch—all .

officers, 260,000 soldiers, 105,000 policemen, 
12,850 civil servants and 815,000 peasants.

And these same “Frenchmen” were very 
quiet in their lucrative government posts during 
the year 1930 when Korotchenkov ordered the 
mass destruction of peasants and villages in 
the Ukraine, when 6,000,000 peasants were 
“liquidated.”

Blum, Basch, Bloch and Cot in 
Spain murdered 16,750 priests and religious.

That Communism makes progress in every 
country not only by the activities of Commun- 
ists themselves but by the work of so-called 
anti-Communists is quite certain. When these 
guilty people are challenged always some ex- 
use is-made or it is denied that any Commun- 
ists exist in organizations which are shelter- 
ing these reds, or that if they do exist their 
power for working evil is so limited that no 
notice need be taken of their Activities. An or- 
ganization which seems to be thus penetrated, 
and in which no cleansing operations take place 
is the YWCA of. America and a booklet entitled 
“Behind the Lace Curtains of the Y. W. C A.” 
and. issued by the Constitutional Educational 
League of New York, describes the red com- 
plexion of the propaganda which is disseminated 
in, by and through this Association. The author 
is Mr. Joseph P. Kamp, who has a sound rec- 
ord in fighting Communism with the gloves off. 
In his indictment Mr, Kamp uses Y.W.C.A. pub- 
lications, as well as actual Communist docu- 
ments, and he claims that his charges .cannot 
be refuted. Opportunity for the Association to 
do so has been given but has not been accepted. 
In his book Mr. Kamp states:— 

“Both deft and brazen touches of Com- 
munist propoganda are to.be found in Y.W.C.A.. 
booklets and pamphlets, hymn books and prayer 
books, magazines and newsletters, in most of 
which the writings of Communist authors are 
recommended and advertised. Furthermore, 
*Y’ leaders and students are constantly referred 
to outside sources for study material—the ma- 
jority of which are either Left Wing, pro-Com- 
munist or outright Communist. 

“In one year, The Woman’s Press, official 
organ of the Y.W.C.A., published articles by 32 
writers whose records of Communist affilia- 
tion are listed in United States government files. 
“One Y.W.C.A. booklet alone recommends 
the writings of 40 authors whose dossiers in 
official investigating agencies in Washington 
show a total of 320 citations for their Com- 
munist conneetions. 

“The Y.W.C.A. has collected and spent un- 
told millions— 

. to train potential Christian leaders 
to develop competent responsible citizens 
. .to build a fellowship of women and girls 
devoted to the task of realising in our common 
life those ideals of personal and social living to 
which we are committed by our faith as Chris- 
tians. 

“Notwithstanding these high purposes, the 
*Y’ has trained Communist leaders who have 
developed into everything but ‘competent re- 
sponsible citizens.’ It has built ‘a fellowship of 


women and girls devoted to the task of realizing’ 
—not Christian ideals, but ‘a new social order’ 


built on the bitter, un-Christian hatreds of the 
Marxist elass war. 

“Y.W.C.A, leaders have done yeoman service 
in the ranks of the Communist movement. They 
have helped set up national and international 


Communist organizations. One Red youth 


movement, with ‘Y’ and ‘Y’-trained leadership ~ 


in command at the top, is an extension of the 
Cominform and Soviet Intelligence, according 
to U.S. State Department advices. And the 
Y.W.C.A. helped to found it, affiliated with it 
and provided it with funds.”

and all other means within our power.” The S. 
_ P. Detroit Convention, in 1934, was more speci- 
fic in its Marxian treasonable pronouncement. 
“Under the spell of the rhetoric of Norman 
Thomas,” said a prominent Socialist, the dele- 
gates voted that “they will meet war and the 
’ detailed plans of war already mapped out by 
' the war-making arms of the government by 
_ massed resistance, organized as far as practic- 

able in a general strike of labour unions and 
professional groups, in a united effort to make 
the waging of war a practical impossibility and 
to convert the capitalist war crisis into a victory 
for Socialism.” ’ 


Marxian Socialism has always been a con- 
spiracy against every country its adherents in- 
habited. Their sabotage intent was never hid- 
den under a mask. The Communist Daily Work- 
er brazenly said, editorially, 21 years ago, that 
in the event of “a war against the Soviet Union, 
the capitalist nations will face the mightiest 
power ever generated in the world, the power of 
the World proletariat under the leadership of 
the vanguard of the exploited masses, the Com- 
munist International. In such a war the one 
demand will be, not fraternization of soldiers 
at the front, but wholesale desertion of the im- 
perialist armies to the camp of the Red Army. >. 
In such a struggle the question will be plainly 
put:—Desert the imperialist armies and with 
guns in hand go over to the side of the armies 
defending the Soviet Union” (N. Y. Dec. 24, 
1928). Such a “mighty power” that is awaiting 
the next world war, exists in France where 
there are 1,100,000 organized Communists; in 
Italy where there are 2,200,000, and lesser num- 
bers in other non-Soviet countries, many of 
whom Moscow can depend upon to attempt to 
turn a war against the Soviet Union int9 a civil 
war. . 
This is only a small part of a mass of evi- 
dence to prove that the recent treasonable dec- 
larations were not “merely a new phase in the 
development of a worldwide party line.” The 
animus of Marxian Socialists centers against the 
Catholic Church, as the world was made con- 
scious of recently, through the arrest and con- 
viction of Archbishop Stepinac, Cardinal Mind- 
szenty and a number of priests, as well as 
through the -confiscation of Catholic schools 
and charitable institutions. This is partly due 
to Catholic Church Insistence that man is mor- 
- ally obligated to render to his country what it 
has a right to demand, loyalty. “The natural 
law,” said Pope ‘Leo XIII in 1885, “‘enjoins us 
to love devotedly and to defend the country in 
which we had birth, and in which we were ‘ 
brought up, so that every good citizen hesitates 
not to face death for his native land.” 


At the very time when the Red-Reds were 
threatening a general strike and desertion, to 
convert the war “into a victory for Socialism,” 
the Catholic heirarehy issued a cal “to reaffirm 
our mest sacred and sincere loyalty and patriot- 
ism toward our eountry, eur Government, and 
our flag. .. We have prayed that we might be 
spared the dire necessity of entering the con- 
flict. But now that war has been declared, we 
bow in obedience to the summons to bear our 
part in it, with fidelity, with courage, and with 
_the spirit of sacrifice, which as loyal citizens we 
are bound to manifest for the defense of the 
most sacred rights and the welfare of the whale 
nation. Inspired. neither by hate or fear, but 
holy sentiments of truest patriotic fervor and 
zeal, we stand ready, we and all the flock com- 
mitted to our keeping, to cooperate in every 
way possible with our President and our na- 
tional Government, to the end that the great’ 
and holy cause of-liberty may triumph, and that 
our country may emerge from the hour of test 
stwonger and nobler than ever.” Marxism is 
synonomous with treason; whereas Catholicity 
signifies loyalty to eoufitry.

When the British Socialist Government in- 
augurated its State medical service on July 1, 
1948, it told the people that this “medicine for 
all’’ would be “free.” 

It is, of course, nothing of the sort. Indeed, 
in. the first eight months of its practical opera- 
tion the cost has exceeded the original estimate 
by more than $234,000,000. To be sure, a great 
deal can be had for the asking—in theory, at 
least. This gives the illusion, to those who do 
not take the trouble to wonder where all the 
money is coming from, that the service is free. 

The list of what can be obtained for the 
asking—if it is in stock—is an imposing one. 
Not only does it cover the services of medical 
doctors and dentists, but it includes as well 
hospital treatment, maternity and child welfare, 
home nursing, spectacles, dentures, deaf aids 
and artificial legs, as well as drugs and medi- 
cines. 

Perhaps its most alluring feature is re- 
served for those who are bald. For men, there 
are wigs; for women, “transformations.” And 
because nobody needs to pay a nickel when he 
receives these things, they are “free.” 

The whole scheme is a swindle because it 
pretends to offer something for next to nothing 
and actually gives next to nothing for some- 
thing. 

The Government has not delivered the 
goods. There are not enough Doctors. There aré’ 
not enough Nurses. There are not enough Hos- 
pitals. There are not enough dentures. There are 
not enough Clinics and there aré not enough 
wigs! ' 

The scheme is a fraud because it has been 
foisted on the public as a FREE medical service. 
The dishonesty of this claim is revealed by the 
fact that contributions by patients to the Health 
Service alone are $2,800,000 a week. If that is 
a “free” service it would be nice to have an es- 
timate of one that isn’t! And the costs above 
the amounts paid in for so-called “Health Insur- 
ance” will have to be paid for by taxes collected 
from the very same people. Many of these taxes 
will be hidden, so as to maintain a government- 
ally created illusion of free service. 

Britain’s adventure into socialized medicine 
has already done two things. I shall leave it to 
my American friends to decide whether they 
are good. 

One, it has changed the status of the Doc- 
tor. 

The physician’s livelihood, his professional 
advancement, his first loyalties, all have been 
commandeered by a new Master—the State, 


. which pays him with the citizens’ money. 


Two, it has destroyed the relationship be- 
tween Doctor and patient. 

Despite the solemn assurances of Mr. An- 
eurin Bevan, Minister of Health, privacy as be- 
tween physician and patient is gone. In a leaf- 
let, explaining the new services, and issued to 
all householders by the Ministry of Health, this 
assurance is given: “Your dealings with your 
doctor will remain as they are now personal 
and confidential.”” Let us see whether the assur- 
ace is true. 

Statutory Instruments 506 and 507 of 1948, 
create an entirely new situation. Under the head- 
ing “Terms of Service,” S. I. 506 requires the 
practitioner “to keep records of the illnesses of 
his public patients and of his treatment of them, 
in such form as the Minister may from time to 
time determine, and to forward such records to 
the local Executive Council.” ‘his Executive 
Council consists largely of lay persons. The 
person who can read your whole medical his- 
tory may be your next door neighbor—or his 


wife. 
Small viii then, that thousands of doc- 
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tors—and tens of thousands of lay people, too— 
are in revolt. Not only do the doctors feel that 
‘the State is thus making them break their Hip- 
pocratic oath of confidence between them and 
their patients, but they are vastly overworked 
and underpaid. 

Under the scheme each practitioner in 
large areas is alloted 4,000 patients. In small 
areas the number may run as low as 2,500. How 
can one man treat so many people with pro- 
fessional skill, particularly when so many of 
these who visit is surgery are suffering from 
trifling complaints, and no small number are 
downright malingerers? 

For all this added work and remponaibitite 
the doctor receives $3.20 per year per person 
from the State—out of which must come bur- 
densome income taxes and heavy “overhead.”

As it 
works out, if he does so, he must pay twice for 
his medical service: once to the State and a sec- 
ond time to the doctor of his choice. .

ference encouraged. Sen. Byrd pointed to this - 
by saying, “When local education is assumed 
by the Federal Government as a Federal re- 
sponsibility, then the States, which have been 
so much to improve their school systems, will 
say, ‘Let the Federal Government do it.’ ” 
Objection No. 10. This would be the be- 
ginning of the end of our time-tested DECEN- 
TRALIZED system of public schooling. Decen- 
tralization is the core of our freedom-protecting 
system of checks and balances. Centralization 
leads inevitably toward despotic controls. 
Objection No. 11. Evidence is increasing 
that some of the proponents of ‘Federal Aid to 
Education” who so loudly disclaim any desire. 
for FEDERAL CONTROL .may have, in the 
back of their minds, a different opinion. Possi- 
bly they feel they will have much more to say 
about how the schools.shoul@ be run if over-all 
control is centered'in Washington (where these 
main proponents are) instead of having control 
decentralized into each district throughout the 
nation as it now is. Prof, ,;Theodore Brameld 
(N.Y.U.), a leader among: the “progressive” 
bloc of educators (formerly* called Progressive 
Education Association—now.. American Educa- 
tion Fellowship) had an article entitled “The 
Bugaboo of Federal Contro?” in in “Progressive 
Education” magazine for May, 1944, which 
frankly developed the theme that educators 
need not fear Federal control—that it might be 
beneficial to them. He closed-his article by say- 
ing, “For if it is true that control by desirable 
means and for desirebale ends is, after all, in- 
tegral with effectual aid, then we’ do injustice 
not only to ourselves as teachers but to the Am- 


_ erican people whom we serve, when we: evade 


the issue (Federal control over education) large- 
ly because it has become a bugaboo.” It may be 
that those teachers who are supporting ithe Fed- 
eral aid proposal and who.are sincere in not 
wanting Federal control are in a parade behind 
certain. leaders who definitely want Federal 
control. 

Let us note also the words of Dr. Willard 
E. Givens, Executive Secretary of the powerful 
National Education Association, which is the 
chief proponent of the Federal Aid to Education 
project. In a report “Education for a New Am- 
erica,” prepared for an N.E.A. committee he 
headed in the early days of:the New Deal, Dr. 
Givens said: 

“A large section of our discussion group, 
accepting the conclusions of distinguished stud- 
ents maintain that in our fragile interdependent 
society, the credit agencies, the basic industries 
and utilities cannot be centrally planned and 
operated under private ownership. Hence, they 
will join in creating a swift nationwide campaign 
of adult education which will support President 
Roosevelt in taking these over and operating 
them at full capacity as a unified national sys- 
tem in the interest of all of the people.”
